Mosse wanted to go to well and get a 
drink. 
Had gone about twenty feet from 
barn when Mosse took chain from his 
pocket. 
Mosse said he was looking to 
see if any thing was gone from his pocket. 
Did remember where the other officers 
were. 
Never told Mosse he was charged 
with murder. 
Nothing was said at the 
time about the murder that witness heard. 
Did not hear Mosse say that he could 
show where he was the Saturday before. 
Witness was at culvert looking to see 
what he could find. 
First heard of find* 
ing of body at nine o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing. 
Was there on Saturday , once or 
twice. 
Great many people were going 
and coming 
from 
the culvert; many 
there on Friday . 
Geo. Rosebrook, Spill— 
er, Ivennith and others were there on Fri­ 
day . 
Witness went out with Sherwood 
Dixon; don’t remember his boy being 
there; don’t remember being there on 
Monday . 
Had been there about fifteen 
minutes when Penrose found ring; was 
not looking for ring; did not remember 
reading in E v e n i n g T e l e g r a p h 
about 
a 
ring that might be found; had heard that 
Thiel had a ring that was missing; had 
heard about Miss Maggie Smith’s ring be- 
ing missing; heard at imprest that a half 
of a club was missing. Spade was brought 
in during inquest.

Can see West Dixon from the culvert; 
The land there is higher than the depots;

It is about 40 
to 60 rods to Siebert’8; about half wile to 
Cheney place. Don’t think y ou can see 
the culvert from road near Dixon’s house.

Maggie Smith was the first person to 
tell him about the ring that Mosse had of 
her.

sharp, hut pleasant manner in which the 
y oung lady related the pleasant walk with 
the y oung man; that morning on which 
he was arrested, entirely 
changed the 
1 monotony of the usual dry statement of 
! witnesses. 
And the prisoner evidently 
j enjoy ed it very much as we could judge 
by the way that he brightened up aud 
the smile that was spread all over his 
face. 
At times he was quite immoderate 
in his jollity , as were all in the court 
room. 
He gave her cheerful glances 
aud 
some said that she returned them, 
but 
really she was only watching 
the attor­ 
ney s; and she was a full match for any of 
them in prompt answers and a knowledge 
as to what she was talking 
about.

30.—The Glo be’s Lo ndo n 
cable has the fo llo wing relating to the 
views o f English financiers o n tha silver 
questio n in this co u ntry: 
Yo ur co rrespo ndent has co nversed with a 
number o f city bankers and financial peo ple 
in the city within a few days past fo r the 
purpo se o f getting a t the general sentiment 
as to ho w the silver agitatio n in America is 
likely to affect the mo ney systems o f the 
wo rld. 
Perhaps the average view m ay be 
best expressed by the fo llo wing summary o f 
the statements made 
by an influential 
banker in respo nse to the questio n what he 
tho ught o f the arguments put fo rth; by the 
silver men in co ngress: 
“We do n’t care a rap fo r their argu­ 
ments,” he said, “bu t we do care co nsider­ 
ably what they do .
